CITY AFFAIRS. 


What was Done at the Meeting of the 


Committee on Streets and Alleys. 


A meeting of the city council com- 


mittee on streets and alleys, of which Al- 
derman Thayer is chairman, was held 
yesterday at which several matters of in- 
terest received attention. 


One of the most important things acted 


upon by the committee was the petition 
of a large number of owners of property 
abutting upon the Wabash railway be- 
tween Mercer and Falrview avenue that 
a crossing be opened across the Wabash 
between those points 
Several streets are 


laid out on either side to the right of way 
but owing to thcunevennessof the ground 
none of them have been extended across 
The committee, after looking over the 
ground, decided that the most suitable 
place for a crossing was at Oakland ave- 
nue. The railway track hero is in a cut 
of conidorable depth, with the avenue on 
either aide of it ending abruptly at a steep 
bank and the committee will recommend 
that a viaduct be built over the track at 
this point. The territory on the north 
side of the right of way Is outside the city 
limits and it is understood that the high- 
way commissioners will bear part of the 
rost of the erection of a bridge. 


The committee will recommend that the 


plat of W. H. Bramble's new sub-division 
be accepted, that the ditch between King 
and Marietta streets, west of Pine street, 
bo cleaned out, and that the street rail- 
way company be ordered to fill its track 
on South Broadway, the city to grade the 
street on either side to the level of the 
track. 


Alderman Thayer says that it will be 


the policy this year to expend the appro- 
priation for streets and alleys in making 
repairs to pavements and curbs, rather 
than to do any new work and it Is proba- 
ble that a special appropriation for such 
repairs will be asked for.

The trouble 
in the order has been intensified by 
the action of the executive committee 
of the advisory board last evening in 
presenting to the board a report ad- 
hering to its aiiti-MeKinley decision. 


A member of the executive commit- 


tee said last night that the report 
winch the; executive committc pre- 
beuteil to tlie advisory board is in ac- 
cord with the statement made public 
at the time McKiuley was blacklisted.

It is likely that the advisory board

WAMIHOTON. May 13.—The rfrer »nd 


harbor blU was passed in th« senate 
to-day, leaving only three of the an- 
nual appropriation bills to be acted 


! on. These are the District of Colum- 
bia bill, the fortification and the de- 
ficiency bills; but before either of them 
is taken up, the Delaware senatorial 
election case will have to be disposed 
of; and to that case to-morro w and 
Friday have been aligned. 


The amendment which had been of- 


fered to the river and harbor bill yes- 
terday by Mr. Gorman (Md.) limiting 
expenditures under the bill to 910,000,- 
000 a year was to-day, after a long dis- 
cussion, laid on the table by a Tote of 
40 to Z3. An amendment in the same 
sense, limiting the expenditures under 
contracts to 30 per cent was offered 
by Mr. Q!»t<j.

The bill, as it passed the house ap- 


propriates «10,&M,718, and authorized 
contracts for 32 projects involving an 
aggregate liability of «51,731,S10. As 
it was reported to the senate, the 
amount appropriated was 812,614,550. 
That sum was increased by various 
items put on in the senate including 
the provision for the deep aea harbor 
in Southern California.
